I've got two NW8020's which quite I'm happy with. (One of these is an 


original Emtech kit, and the other is from Dan's small parts.) However, on 
both of these rigs the signal image rejection (right words?) could be 
better. When I tune through a signal, I hear the signal on both sides of 
the zero beat, even for fairly weak signals. I recently switched one of 
them from 20 to 30 meters, and made an effort to improve the 4-pole xtal 
bandpass filter. I purchased a matched set of 12 MHz xtals (6) from Dan's 
small parts. JI checked them with an oscillator made from a CMOS gate, and I 
picked 4 which were within 50 Hz of each other. I used the other two for 
the BFO and the TX oscillator. To my disappointment, the image rejection 
problem was not improved. I tried to adjust the BFO frequency further away 
from the bandpass frequency, but this had surprising little effect on the 
image strength. So, I've got some questions for the gurus and anyone else 
with advice. 

1. Do all NW8020's have this problem, or have I messed up somewhere? It is 
possible to set BFO on the 'wrong' side of the bandpass frequency. I've got 
it set as the manual recommends so that the signals increase in frequency as 
the BFO frequency increases. 

2. Is there a problem with impedance matching at the input and/or output of 
the filter (or, how do you measure these impedances?) 

3. Is 50 Hz close enough for an adequate filter? I vaguely recall some 
discussions on this list about sources of xtals with high Q-values, but 
couldn't find the thread. 

4. Finally, any suggestions?

In response to Joe, N9IR, a couple points about Landline Telegraphy. The use 
of the J-38 was not limited to radio circuits. Landline Morse was used by 
the Railroad Operating Battalions during World War Two as well as on some 
Signal Corp circuits. As a matter of fact, one occasionally comes across 
Telegraph Sounders that were sold surplus after WW2 and Korea. You may have 
noticed that the J-38 bases are labeled "line" with a "short" across two 
terminals at the back of the bakelite base. These markings were intended to 
clarify installation in a series Morse Circuit. 


On the era of Landline Telegraphy. Morse Circuits were still used on some 
Railroads well into the 1970s. As a matter of fact, the last Railroad Morse 
Circuit was shut down in the 1980s! While it's true that many of the Class 
One Railroads began phasing out Morse in the 1950s and 1960s, the "era" of 
Landline Morse lived on until fairly recently. It took such technologies as 
the computer revolution and satellite communications (combined with earlier 
CTC technology) to fully displace Morse. 


The Navy knob....well, I suspect it was developed during the era of Spark. 
However, it's continued manufacturer is simply a matter of preference on the 
part of operators. Of course, Spark transmitters have not been used in 
Amateur Radio since the '20s and were phased out of Maritime service in the 
'30s.

I heartily agree about bug sending, Jim. I ran one for many years before 
I foolishly traded it and got into the keyer world (homebuilt and 
designed at that!) nearly 30 years ago. 


There is one aspect of bug sending that I have never seen mentioned, but 
which I feel is of major importance if bug sending is to be as smooth and 
readable as it should be. 


That aspect is the manual transition from dits to dahs - with the fingers 
and/or hand. An electronic keyer accomplishes the transition from a 
series of dits to one or more dahs through electronic timing circuits and 
code element memories, etc. The bug operator, however, must learn how to 
transition from operating the dot paddle with his thumb (for most folks) 
to operating the dash paddle with his fingers (again for most people). 


This seems like a trivial thing, and perhaps it is, but if this 
transition cannot be made smoothly and transparently, then there is a 
timing distortion in the changeover that can be detected. I don't claim 
that it hopelessly mars otherwise good readable code, but it is an 
additional skill that must be achieved for truly smooth, effortless bug 
sending. 


My Elmer, who started ham radio in 1914 and is still operating at age 
100, has never owned a microphone, but he has been running a bug since 
well before almost all of us were born - and I am 70! He had this little 
knack of rolling his hand on the heel of his palm when going from dits to 
dashes that made the transition completely transparent and resulted in 
tape machine calibre code. 


This aspect of bug operation is one of the reasons that bug adjustment is 
so very important. If the adjustments are set up such that there is too 
large a "lag" in the dot/dash (or vice versa) transition, then the timing 
is put off. 

The numerals are among the most sensitive tests of both operator ability 
and bug adjustment.

You're absolutely right George. One of the reasons many operators seem to 
have trouble learning to use a bug is the fact that they've learned to send 
with an electronic keyer first. The electronic devices can be manipulated 
primarily with "finger movement," whereas the bug must be manipulated by 
rolling the wrist. The later permits the operator to "time" the transition. 


You're also right about the spacing which governs the transition between dots 
and dashes. I tell new bug users that the spacing between the lever and the 
left trunion screw should never exceed .015 inch. The same, of course, 

applies to the "dash" contact. The other big mistake is too much tension in 


the "Dash Tension" and "Dit Retractive Springs." This should be set near the 
minimum. 


A properly manipulated bug should sit in one place on the table without 
wandering all over (exception perhaps being a real smooth, heavily waxed 
surface). If one needs to glue it down, they're probably doing something 
wrong! hi. 


You really hit the nail on the head about transmitting numbers! If one 
really wants to use a bug properly, they should pull out the phone directory, 
open it to a page other than "Jones" or "Smith," and practice sending names, 
addresses, and phone numbers for a while..... they'll be sounding great in no 
time.

own until the op can get up around 20-25 wpm. Only then does the overly 
pronounced swing go away and turn into that beautiful accent that no 
electronic keyer can ever hope to create.

I had a long talk with Mitch of Vibroplex about slowing a bug 
down. The reason is that my Vibroplex will slow to about 25 wpm 
or so and that's a bit too fast for me to get back into the 
habit of sending good CW with it. 


Adding more weight does have a limit. 


If you look at a bug (of the Vibroplex design) you will see that 
the arm where the weight's go in fastened to a spring. This 
spring sets the rate at which the arm will move back and 

forth.

It was once common to remove metal from that leaf spring by using a small 
round file and filing a shallow notch in the top and bottom of the leaf, 
removing enough of the spring that the stiffer action was modified and allowed 
the low end speed to drop somwhat . Some bugs are built with stiffer springs 
than others, and are candidates for this treatment. 

If I did this, I'd make sure to use a very fine file to smooth the notch, 
removing all rough edges so as to lessen any possibility that a stress crack 
would develop. I still remember the gravel nicks in light aircraft props that 
would eventually cause them to fracture and break, starting with the nick if 
not treated. We filed the nicks out, rounded smooth, as a preventative. It 
worked. 

BTW..I've got an old Vibroplex Lightning Bug that needs a full operating 
lever with the dit contact spring mechanism. Someone has converted it to a 
electronic keyer paddle, replacing the lever from thumb/finger paddles 
forward, with one that has no spring, and has a solid contact at the dit 
contact. Anyone know where one might be found? These had a rectangular shaped 
reed instead of round, where the weights sit. I picked it up at a flea market 
as is, and if I don't find the necessary pieces I'll see if I can convert what 
it has to work right as a bug. Watch those antique shops and flea markets, 
I've found a couple sleepers there.

One thing you should know is that, to my knowledge, it is impossible to 
phase a pair of verticals on other than one frequency in one band, using a 
coaxial cable delay line. In fact, it is VERY difficult to properly phase a 
pair of verticals at all, and it cannot be done properly with a fractional 
wave section of coax, as some would have you believe.

Hi Alex and the gang, 


I have to disagree. Not because I understand verticals and phasing 
but because of a series of articles I read in the old Ham Radio 
magazine years ago and because of the phased arrays I've made. 


NOTICE>>>> This applies ONLY to a 2 ele array. For more then that, 
you need to jump through lots of hoops! 


It was by Forrest Gehrke, K2BT and it started in the May, 1983 issue. 
Here is part of what he says about the 2 ele phased array: 


"The 1/4 wavelength version is quite tolerant of drive condition 
deviations and displays a useful F/B ratio even with phase displacements 
far from optimum. These characteristics, plus its simplicity and small 
Space requirement, account for its popularity." 


Later.... "It so happens that if the feed network of this array 
consists of 50 ohm, 1/4 wavelength coaxial feeders to the elements 
and a 1/4 wavelength delay line, nearly optimum drive conditions 
will exist for best F/B". 


He also points out that for any more then 2 elements, it takes a 
lot of work to get them optimised. He shows how to do it all, 
but it's way over my head. 


BUT.... 


I have made a few 2 ele arrays and they ALWAYS had the BIG F/B ratio 
that you are trying to get. 


The halfpower beamwidth is about 180 degs so you site the array 
to point that sharp null in the direction of your major problem. 
For me it was the Bay Area of CA. This let me hear the EU 
stations on 40m in the eve that had always hidden in all the 
QRM in the past! 


I made one 3 ele array and never could make it work at all. I 
tried several different feed systems, including the Wilkenson 
power divider as shown in (in think) the antenna book (ARRL). 


He states "Incidentally, a Wilkenson divider will NOT supply 
equal power to unequal terminations." 


My experience with phased verticals follows right along with 
what he says. 


You will have 30-40 dB F/B ratios when they are working right. 
If you only see 10-15 dB F/B ratios, he claims you need to 
fix them! :-) 


Again, I not trying to be an expert or even one who understands 
just how this magic all works, but I do "know" in my own 
heart that 2 ele arrays do work well using coax phasing lines. 


That big null is VERY NARROW. But also VERY DEEP. You will 
see stations in that direction go from 20 over S9 to S3 or 4! 


I hope the ARRL will soon put the old HR's on CD. There is a 
LOT of great info in them.

I want to say I am impressed with the efforts of Jim KIJ5TF, N4ROA and = 
others in working on the 

160 M miles per watt record. Kudos to you, Jim, for the 28,500 MPW for = 
570 miles with 20 mw! 


I wanted to do a tiny bit of bragin' of me own related to 160 M. On Jan 
27th at about 1320 Z 

(daylight at my QTH but sun not quite up) I QSO'd VK6HD in Abany Western 
Australia a distance 

of 10,800 miles using 5 watts. That's only 2,160 MPW - hardly comparable 
to Jim's feat. 


However... I was really stretching VK6HD'S ability to hear a weak signal = 
on top band. he gave 

me a 449 and I was flattered. I wonder if there is less total system = 
noise and far less path loss 

at single hop distances making it easier to attain large miles-per-watt = 
distances? Could Jim break 

his own record using NVIS antennas on both ends and have a 30 mile QSo at 
1 mW yielding 

30,000 miles per watt?=20 


Next issue for my bragging: My low band antenna is an inverted L 83 feet 
long total. That's a 28 foot vertical leg and a 55 foot horizontal leg = 
over twenty 30 foot radials. Comes to only 0.16 wavelength at 1.823 MHz 
where I worked the VK6. I'm just too fat to dance, but I AM happy!

Just got the recieve section of my 2N2/40 going this afternoon and wanted 
to share a bit of info with y'all. First off, let me start by thanking 
Jim Kortge for an excellent design and "fun to build" rig, also for 
troubleshooting tips. I also want to thank Mac Steinmeyer AF4PS for 


talking me into this rig and for helping with problems I had on the 
receive sections. We, (Mac and I) have "long distance" got mine going and 
are in the progress of getting his to function. 


The following was originally sent to Jim Kortge, and I decided to share 
it with the "group". I will admit that ALL of the problems encountered 
were by my own fault, and not of the rig design or "bad" parts 


In the IF section, toroid T8 is drawn with wires 1 and 4 coming off the 
primary and 2 and 3 coming off the secondary. This "messed me up". I 
was used to the primaries having wires 1 and 3 and secondary having 2 and 
4. This is the only toroid in the drawing that is shown this way. The 
"detail" is right, and the wires are shown going to the right places, but 
I hooked it up like it was 1 and 3 primary, thereby "shorting" the 
secondary. I just now fixed that problem, and I must say I am AMAZED at 
the receive !!!. 


I put the sig gen on the rig after fixing T8, and about rattled the 
windows with the amount of sig. As a matter if fact, it's still almost 
pianful with the volume down all the way !!!. I can't wait to finish the 
final xmit section and get the rig in a cabinet!!. 


WAY COOL !. This goes to show you that you have a VERY SOLID design, as 
if I can "scratch build" one of them, anybody can <grin> THANKS FOR ALL 
OF YOUR HELP JIM. Couldn't have got it running without you. WOW, I'm 
pumped up now !. There's nothing that can compare to doing a rig that 
actually recieves, using the Manhattan construction, It's soooo neat !!

Seems that Ron KU7Y is the only other who said anything about 160 contest results. 
That's good from my perspective, since he is the ONLY QRP'r who 
beat me! 


To make a long story short: 

QSO's = 231; SECS = 49; 1 DX = HI. 

Missed: MT (where were you AB7CE?), SD (I heard one), KL7, & VT. 
Long version: 


I spent last week exercise time out in the garage alternately rowing that stupid 
machine and splicing together pieces from a 22-ft hank of tossed-out 

25 twisted-pair telephone line. It was fun once I got the hang of untwisting 

the twisted pairs with my B&D drill. Took 3 wires to make a 66-ft radial, 
meaning 2 solder splices. I enjoyed it also because I've been looking at the 
stuff for years thinkng that it has to be good for something! Ended up with 

19 more 66-ft radials, a total of 25. Plus all my other radials. 


Fri. night was great -- about the lowest noise ever this season, so I ran up 
to 165 QSO's by 0400 local time. I thought I was look at least at 300+, but 
alas, Sat,. was miserable+++.

Nils, 

I've had a 4BTV for years. It even survived a lightning strike. Although my 
favorite home QTH antenna is a 40m full wave horizontal loop up about 40 
feet, I like the trap vertical because I can check the bands (well, 40, 20, 
15, and 10) without tuning. It's mounted on the roof and has the factory 
recommended 8 radials, two 1/4 wave for each band. It covers all of the cw 
portions of each band with good SWR. The SWR goes up a bit at 7300 but I 
don't operate phone much. The installation directions from Hustler are 
excellent- they give the exact dimensions to use for ground, roof, or tower 
mounting and I haven't had to retune from that. 


I've been doing a lot of reading on verticals lately, because of trying to 
optimize my portable DK9SQ-mast-based vertical, and it's pretty clear that 
ground mounted verticals need far more radials than elevated ones, but they 
can be shorter. I'm using 16 ©.1 wave radials on the portable, feeding it 
with twinlead, a ZM-2, and I can tune it on all bands 80-10 including WARC 
(it's cut for 7040). 


So elevating your vertical will make your life much easier because the 
radials act more like a groundplane than a counterpoise. 


Enough rambling, I'm sure you'll get an earful from the many QRP-Lers who 
know a lot more than me. Good luck!

It's nearly impossible to hear individual letters let alone words with this 
type of sending. It's just not enjoyable trying to unscramble a poor fist. 
After all, the term "nice fist" would ring pretty hollow if all fists are to 
be considered good. 

At the same time, I understand not everyone, myself included sends 
continuous good quality cw. What I do consider to be paramount is sending my 
characters with proper spacing. Perhaps for some that may take a little 
extra effort or maybe even practice but so too did learning cw to begin 
with. The fact that I don't enjoy qso's with that type of fist yet still do 
qso with them is my show of good faith to that fellow ham. Perhaps those 
fellow hams who send the ill-spaced code could meet me half way and show a 
little more attention on their end of the qso as well. 


There is nothing mean spirited here gentlemen; it's just an observation.

But wait, there's more! (There always is, isn't there?) 


Lots of additional information on the "right" and wrong ways to feed a pair 
of 1/4-wave-spaced 1/4-wave phased verticals can be found in ON4UN's book 
"Antennas and Techniques for Low-Band DXing." I use it as my reference Bible 
for these types of discussions, especially after spending many hours over 
three years tinkering with my pair of 1/4-wave 80-meter phased verticals to 
get them to work with any degree of satisfaction. My QTH is in southern 
Maine, about a mile from the ocean, and in an area of 
medium-to-poor-conductivity soil. 


In the simplest rendition of a workable approach, Devoldere shows why using 
a quarter wave phasing section of coax results in a system where each 
vertical has different voltage across the input terminals. Not good. Not 
matched. Mediocre performance. 


BUT, it's interesting, because simply by changing the length of the delay 
line from 90 degrees to 73 degrees, you get a MUCH better match, which 
Devoldere emphasizes has "almost correct voltages." I've tried that, and it 
does work---but it's still not good enough in my humble opinion, to justify 
all the work required to build an antenna like this. 


And make no mistake, a phased vertical system takes a lot of real estate and 
work. Lots of cut-and-try and testing and changing--and then testing again, 


etc. The ground system is also a major undertaking. I guess that's why 
elevated radials are so popular with vertical phased array builders--but 
that's another story--and one I have zip experience with. 


In my 1/4-wave spaced system, I use an LC network, and have found that it 
gives me much better F/B, and is adjustable to boot. I can shoot for either 
maximum F/B, which is what I prefer, OR maximum forward gain. By the way, I 
use a pair of DC relays and steering diodes, along with a DPDT polarity 
reversal switch, to remotely point the beam E or W or broadside. 


I would very much like to see the article written by K2BT in May, 1983 Ham 
Radio Magazine, and if anyone can fax or mail me a copy, I'd be very 
grateful. In the meantime, I have only K2BT's system as described by ON4UN 
to refer to. 


K2BT's technique shown in Chapter 11 of ON4UN's book for matching 
1/4-wave-spaced verticals is kinda nifty though, because you don't need 
exact length feedlines. But his technique requires careful impedance 
measurement (I use an old General Radio 1606 bridge and a URM-25 signal 
generator with a Sony ICF-7600D portable as a detector--all very bulky. An 
MFJ tuning meter or Autek box would be easier to use). The measurement is 
followed by some simple calculations (K2RR helped me with this), and 
construction of two phase-shift networks, one for each feedline. 


But, to get a F/B of more than 20 dB, which is what I think I see on an 
optimal "good night" (propagation-wise), the phase angles need to be tightly 
controlled. If you use the old 1/4-wave coax section method, you'll see 12 
or 15 dB. If you use an LC network like I do, I see about 15 or sometimes 18 
dB, which to me is heaven. K2BT says that by ensuring tight control, you can 
see better than 20 dB. Wow! I ain't been there yet--not to my satisfaction; 
not consistently. 


Also, reports are both a great way and a rotten way to determine how the 
thing works. I really enjoy running tests with Europeans or stations to my 
west. I often get reports of "2 S units" or "3 S units" or "I can't hear you 
when you point your beam away" or "there's a huge difference." All very 
subjective, although I love to hear these reports, especially the ones that 
indicate three whole S units. Still, if an S unit is 6 dB, that'd be useful, 
but who has a calibrated S meter? 


I guess anyone who gets/claims better than 20 dB F/B has hit on a sweet spot 
by sheer luck, is receiving overly optimistic reports---or has done his/her 


homework. I wish I were that lucky--or smart.

One thing you should know is that, to my knowledge, it is impossible to 
phase a pair of verticals on other than one frequency in one band, using a 
coaxial cable delay line. In fact, it is VERY difficult to properly phase 


pair of verticals at all, and it cannot be done properly with a fractional 
wave section of coax, as some would have you believe.

Hi Alex and the gang, 


I have to disagree. Not because I understand verticals and phasing 
but because of a series of articles I read in the old Ham Radio 
Magazine years ago and because of the phased arrays I've made. 


NOTICE>>>> This applies ONLY to a 2 ele array. For more then that, 
you need to jump through lots of hoops! 


It was by Forrest Gehrke, K2BT and it started in the May, 1983 issue. 
Here is part of what he says about the 2 ele phased array: 


"The 1/4 wavelength version is quite tolerant of drive condition 
deviations and displays a useful F/B ratio even with phase displacements 
far from optimum. These characteristics, plus its simplicity and small 
Space requirement, account for its popularity." 


Later.... "It so happens that if the feed network of this array 
consists of 50 ohm, 1/4 wavelength coaxial feeders to the elements 
and a 1/4 wavelength delay line, nearly optimum drive conditions 
will exist for best F/B". 


He also points out that for any more then 2 elements, it takes a 
lot of work to get them optimised. He shows how to do it all, 


but it's way over my head. 


BUT.... 


I have made a few 2 ele arrays and they ALWAYS had the BIG F/B ratio 
that you are trying to get. 


The halfpower beamwidth is about 180 degs so you site the array 
to point that sharp null in the direction of your major problem. 
For me it was the Bay Area of CA. This let me hear the EU 
stations on 40m in the eve that had always hidden in all the 
QRM in the past! 


I made one 3 ele array and never could make it work at all. I 
tried several different feed systems, including the Wilkenson 
power divider as shown in (in think) the antenna book (ARRL). 


He states "Incidentally, a Wilkenson divider will NOT supply 
equal power to unequal terminations." 


My experience with phased verticals follows right along with 
what he says. 


You will have 30-40 dB F/B ratios when they are working right. 
If you only see 10-15 dB F/B ratios, he claims you need to 
fix them! :-) 


Again, I not trying to be an expert or even one who understands 
just how this magic all works, but I do "know" in my own 
heart that 2 ele arrays do work well using coax phasing lines. 


That big null is VERY NARROW. But also VERY DEEP. You will 
see stations in that direction go from 20 over S9 to S3 or 4! 


I hope the ARRL will soon put the old HR's on CD. There is a 
LOT of great info in them.

It looks like you found one of the many long-line fish net 
buoy beacons. They are plentiful in the Pacific Ocean. 

They can be found just below the 160 meter band as well 

as throughout 1.8 -2.0 MHz. They are also heard on 10 meters 
in Asia as well as Hawaii. 


Some of the beacons are continuous and some repeat the I.D. 
with the long dash three times, then silent for about 4 minutes. 


I'm told that they run one watt to an 8' whip antenna. But, 
I suppose the good salt water ground enhances the signal 
somewhat.

Ed, your wanderings in thought sparked (no pun intended) a related 
thought. Let's get some of these engineering guru types to work out a 
way to use PSK31 as follows: two input options, iambic cw with sidetone 
and PC keyboard, and two three output options, cw, a short LCD rolling 
display, and standard PC monitor. Any rig that does ssb should be able 
to, with this hypothetical add-on device, do PSK31 WITHOUT a computer 
and display. What is the point? Why, of course, the point is to make 
it plausible for operations from field sites and even on a bicycle in 
motion or in a tent. Going to cw both in and out of PSK31 frees up 

the necessity of having a monitor (huge, ungainly, powerhungry) and a 
keyboard (again, huge ungainly and powerhungry). Iambic keyer generated 
cw is already a known artform and, seeing as the gadget doing this 
interface is basically a computer, it should be readily possible to 

do a speed reduction on output for those who cannot do serious QRQ 
copy. This is a great idea... I am gg to describe it fully to the 
Elecraft gang and maybe they will get excited about it. PSK31 is the 
ONLY digital mode besides cw that has ANY interest for me but it comes 


burdened with lots of auxiliary eqpt to do it at present.

WBOUFF and NL7QT will be operating from Camp Bouse, a secret place in 
Arizona. 


Camp Bouse was a secret tracing camp for Patton's night fighting tanks. 
This is one of about 10 training sites, there is some confusion as to the 
number due to classified information. Some sites still have useable 
underground facilities and hidden runways. 


The camps were spread around the southwest desert, in an area of 16200 
sq. miles. they reached the Mexican boarder north to Las Vegas, and 
Phoenix west to Riverside. 


Harry's olive drab pyramid tent fit the photo taken in 1943. He is camped 
south of the main Chapel. I am sure there are some old QRPer's out there 
that were assigned at these camps. Some of the names are:, Camp Young 
(head quarters at Chiriaco Summit, now the Patton Museum), Camp Iron 
Mountain, Camp Granite, Camp Essex, Camp Ibis, Camp Hyder, Camp Horn, 
Camp Laguna, Camp Pilot Knob, and Camp Bouse. There were/are bunkers and 
secret spots all over the south west, many rumored to have been left 
covered and stocked with supplies and equipment for Patton's return to 
defend the home land (He was convinced that the Germans already had 
developed the Heavy Water Bomb). He was killed by the effects of a minor 
car accident and never made it back to the desert. 


The camps were closed in May of 1944. I believe Harry (WBOUFF) may be the 
first radio signal from the camp since it was closed. We would love to 
hear any one answer our calls, but would really like to talk with people 
who were at these camps. 


We will move up to 40 and 80 meter ssb and cw after local sunset when the 
contest ends. Harry will work 15 meters cw during the contest and I will 
work 10 ssb (close to the QRP calling freqs.). I will be joining him late 
Friday. We will have the usual DX-pedition equipment I drag along. Wire 
dipoles and long wires, SG-2020's, a Kenwod 570 and Harry is useing an 
Icom, The model I don't know. Harry has built a neat 12 volt engine 
powered alternator to charge batteries with.

Thanks for the info! I never knew the origional reason for the shorting 
switch before. But I wonder, why does my J-38 have it then? Long after 
the age of LL telegraphy to be sure. Also my McElroy has one as well. 


My Nye-Viking doesn't have one, but it has the Navy knob. This is a '70s 
vintage key not used to keying large voltage and current. And anyway, I 
used to think you could tell the "spark" keys by the large contacts 
necessry to handle the power of the transmitter. 


VV VV VV VV 


I don't know for sure, but I read on Jefferey Hermann's web page that the 
old-time procedure for abandoning ship included shorting the key. I presumed 
this allowed it to act as a beacon until the equipment drowns. 


FWIW, I bought a Nye Viking just last month to get on the air with all the 
other drunks on SKN. I paid extra for the shorting lever, and now wish I 
hadn't. My rig shares desk space with the PC, with the key nestled between 
the keyboard and the trackball base. Jostling either the keyboard or 
trackball sometimes has the expectable shattering effect on the serenity I 
sought when I disappeared to my little hidey-hole. 


Anyway, I have to agree just a little with the negative comments about 
extremely large swings. I've been a ham only as short time, since April last 
year (but I are now a Extra too, just like the big boyz). I spent quite a 
bit of time and effort learning to copy as well as send. I used the rig's 
electronic keyer exclusively until late December, for eight months. For me, 
the simplest way to learn the right rhythm on a straight key was to send 
something (off-line, of course) with the paddles, and see how close I could 
come with the key. And I still take the time most days to calibrate my 
sending by comparing my fist against the keyer (26 wpm now, with a very mild 
swing, about 3.4:1, measured by adjusting the keyer's weighting and speed to 
match). I suppose if I worked really hard at it, I can match the standard 
3:1 precisely. But the truth is, I like the way it sounds: a little fat, and 
not so machine-like. 


I'm certain you OT's give your keying no more thought than I give to 


flapping my jaws while speaking. I understand fully that verbal tics and CW 
sending style are matters of personal taste. Being raised in the Midwest, I 
wonder though if that exaggerated hillbilly drawl really is that firmly 
ingrained, or if that also isn't a matter of regional pride. And that's 
where the negative part comes in. By way of analogy, sometimes the drawl 
sounds false. It stopped being charming somewhere this side of Bo and Daisy 
Duke, and became just darn difficult to copy. Not to state it too strongly; 
I'll work it if I can read it.

Well, I guess my phased 80-10 meter verticals don't 

exist. I have run phased verticals since living in 

Ciudad Tijeras, NM in the late 60's, both disigned for 

single band (40, but used on 40-20-15) and multiband 

trap verticals. If one uses coax for phasing, the statement 
of the antenna being a singular frequency antenna is 

basically true. However using a phasor such as the Ohm's 

Law phasing system, or any number of other variable systems 
with equal feed lines to the antennas, does in fact make 

an effective antenna system - unidirectional in two directions 
with nulls upwards of 30 db (depending on the angle of arrival) 
and bidirectional with nulls off the ends of that figure 8 

or egg shaped pattern. Depending on the spacing, the antenna 
system can be made to suit ones particular situation. I find 
the phased antenna information in the chapter on directional 
antenna systems in Jasik is very helpful as is the article 
written in the 70's by Jerry Swank, W8HXR. Therefore, if one 
wants to operate a narrow range of frequencies on one band, 
then coax can be used for the phasing, and antennas can be 
made from emt conduit, aluminum tubing, copper tubing, etc, 

and the principles also work with dipole type antennas as well. 
Sure is a lot cheaper than the big towers and arrays, especially 
when one does not have the means nor cooperative neighbors to 


errect same.

However, he mentioned something that brings up a point. 


"It sounds good to me to have the swing sound a little fat". I would 
presume that most people LIKE the way the code sounds to them and that is 
why they send it they way that they do. There would be nothing wrong with 
this if the signal was not leaving the room. However, in the interest of 
communicating information, it would be more important to send code as close 
to the 3:1 ratio as possible. If conditions make copying 3:1 code 
difficult, then something other than that ratio becomes even more difficult. 
It is like running your mike gain up to the point that the ALC needle starts 
banging against the peg. Yes, you get a few more watts of output power, but 
it is now spread over a broader frequency span, distorted and therefore less 
copiable. Code sent at anything other than a 3:1 ratio is distorted. That 
is fact. How much distortion can we have before it is detectable? Maybe 
10%. After that it becomes iritating on an increasing level. Consider the 
guy on the other end. If you like "swing", listen to your boom box. If you 
like to see the needle hit the peg when you talk, get a VU meter. If you 
want to communicate information, strive to do your best.

Hi All, 


Some have asked for my impressions of vertical arrays and 
how they compare with something like a yagi up more than 
a half wave. 


This is based only on my observations over time and does 
NOT have any connection to theroy, math or other such 
proper ways to evaluate antennas! :-) 


But..... as to bang for the buck, I think the single band 
2 ele phased array is very hard to beat. 


They have always outpreformed any low wire antennas I've 
ever used, like the inverted vee. 


>From Idaho I could work AF and EU right with the other 
guys. They usually got through the pile up first but I 
did get in. With the inverted vee's I seldom got lucky 
enough to work AF or EU. 


For the elements I have used EMT conduit (which has to 

be guyed..... I used plastic bailing twine), wire held 

in trees and plain old pipe. Never spent more than a very 
few dollars. 


I did put out around 100 radials and just let the grass 
grow over them. 


However, the Force 12 C4SXL sitting at 85' makes the 
verticals look bad! But there is NOTHING cheap about 
getting a nice antenna and putting it up high! 


Is it worth it?? That's a question like CW! But I must 
think so because I did it! :-) 


But for well under $100 bucks you can have a very good 
antenna system. 


And for WELL OVER that same $100 bucks you can have an

Anyway, I have to agree just a little with the negative comments about 
extremely large swings. I've been a ham only as short time, since April last 
year (but I are now a Extra too, just like the big boyz). I spent quite a 
bit of time and effort learning to copy as well as send. I used the rig's 
electronic keyer exclusively until late December, for eight months. For me, 
the simplest way to learn the right rhythm on a straight key was to send 
something (off-line, of course) with the paddles, and see how close I could 
come with the key. And I still take the time most days to calibrate my 
sending by comparing my fist against the keyer (26 wpm now, with a very mild 
swing, about 3.4:1, measured by adjusting the keyer's weighting and speed to 
match). I suppose if I worked really hard at it, I can match the standard 
3:1 precisely. But the truth is, I like the way it sounds: a little fat, and 
not so machine-like. 


Hmmmm, I missed the bug era (mostly) but I remember listening to the bands 
when I was a novice (1972) you could really tell who was on without their 
IDing. The sound of a distinctive swing was something, well quite 

musical. But it just wasn't bugs. Sideswiper users had the same kind of 
cadance to their sending. I moved from the pump handle to a keyer in '73 
and have only used a hand key when running from the field, or on SKN. But 
I think you can often tell a keyer user without ID on their use of spacing 
between characters and words. There is no end to the beauty of CW. 


And I stand humbled by the knowledge of the subject by others on this 


list. It is indeed a wonderful medium.

I belive there are some programs available to use some of the 
evaluation DSP boards on PSK-31. Don't know what they might need for 
a read out or input though, probably a PC, and they just eliminate 
the need for a sound card. 


Ideally, what would be needed is a program for a DSP eval board that 
outputs to a LCD module, a graphics one would be nice, but expensive. 


A paddle input would not be hard to do. It's easy to decode a paddle 
input to text, as you don't have to time dots and dashes, just the 
letter and word spacing.

I think what you describe is more than half-way to a keyer that also decodes 
CW from an audio stream. Given an audio stream, you need only simple logic 
‘tween the DSP and the keyer dit-dah logic to distinguish one from the 
other. Another problem is PSK-31 can sustain about 50 wpm; on a good day 
without noise or distractions, I can xalmost* copy 32 wpm CW (with no 
"swing" :-). A scrolling text display seems to be required, not simply 
optional. Sending with paddles beats heck out of struggling with a keyboard 
in the field. If nothing else, it makes for good QRQ sending practice. 


I like the idea: PSK-31 plus CW keyer and decoder in a single package. RTTY 
encode-decode would be nice, also, but I would buy even without that. DSP 
eval kits cost about $100 to $150; I imagine chip prices are around $30 per. 
Add to that the other circuitry plus firmware and development cost. Would 
you pay $200+ for this unit? Would you pay $250+ if it included DSP audio 
filtering? I think I would.

Output as CW, scrolling text, and RS232 serial. RGB output would add cost 
without real benefit; most PC's can display serial text quite easily. 


Text to speech might be possible in a few years, but serial output would 
seem to take care of that. Unless you're already able to head copy 40+ wpm, 
though, even a fast stream of spoken letters would be difficult to make 
sense of. (I experimented with reading one letter at a time at rates 
equivalent to 50 wpm. You can do it, but it takes remarkable concentration 
and effort. This took the mystery out of why very fast CW is difficult to 
copy, even if you don't have difficulty distinguishing letter sounds.) 


I can envision it now... doing 30 wpm in pitch black inside a 
backpacking tent in the Sierra Nevada mtns chatting merrily with the 
gang up and down the coast using PSK31 but hearing cw, the ideal stealth 
mode/ in the dark mode/ in a sleeping bag and tent mode. And jumping 

at a single button-push to traditional cw for variety.

What's wrong with CW? :-) Granted, some of my better ragchews have been on 
PSK31, but I attribute that to having more neurons free to interact 
creatively. QRQ requires far too much effort for me to carry my side of a 


conversation. But this isn't saying anything about the mode. There are 
alleged bandwidth and sig-noise advantages as well. But most evenings, I 
find about 5 CW stations on for every 1 PSK31 station.
